My Story of Exposing a Fraud, by 
Monty Mills: It is hard to tell 
which way ones! emotions may go, 
as the human imagination 1s the 
basis of aldiscoveries and ideas, 
I should like to 'say, that in my 
personal belief, I proved beyond 
the shadow, that Wrs, Diesbergen 
was not as sﬆhe advertised herself 
to be, and I can say that here in 
\iialla WValla, at leagst, She was a 
complete fake in my book, TIT do not 
want to leave you with the myster- 
ies of life, so I will describe 
each step of this expose!', and let 
you 8ee what took place, In the 
beginning, TI am interested in me- 
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diumship, and have 8pent. hundreds 
of hours in its study, As I have 
told others, we have at least ten 
thousand men in Walla Walla, who 
will tell you they are mechanics, 
and a hundred of thesge work at the 
trade in garages, but the proof 
of the thing is that there are 
perhaps ten in the whole thousand 
who are actually .mechanics, This

The story of how I got in contact 
with Mrs, Diesbergen was through 
a lady whom TI happen to think the 
world of, and feel is a sincere 
friend, a well-educated and ex- 
perienced person; and This 1s an=- 
other mystery that throws me, 
Could it be Mrs, Diesbergen just 
couldn't: turn on here? 

Actually, she got in contact with 
me, tho TI had been given her name 
and had :-sked my friend to have 
her contact me, TI picked her up 
at the airport; after three let-

not' gomething you can hear every- 
day, especially of this type, 

Now is visiting with people who 
had the pergonal Teadings, I 
tound that many feel they receiv- 
ed a great amount, and others 
felt that they had received noth- 
ing, To say she had no talent 
whatsoever would be classifying 
my friends as gullible, and'it 
would be an out and out 15e, for 
I do feel that she 'possesses Some 
type of ESP talent, In this way 
She did nit on a few things that” 
were of evidential value to many, 
But not from the actual spirit 
gide of the gift of claimed me- 
diumship. Being that the read-

for special time in the afternoon 
in which she attempted to gain

In 1898, a struggling author nam=- 
ed Morgen Robertson concocted a 
novel: about a fabulous Atlentic 
lines, far larger Than any that 
had ever becn built, Robertson 
Loaded his snip with rich and 
complacent people, then wrecked 
1t one cold {4pril nigh on an Llce- 
berg. The fiction book was call- 
ed "PFutility,” when it appeared 
that year, published by the firm 
of M, P, Mansfield, Pourteen 
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years later, a British shipping 
company named the White Star Line, 
built a steamer remarkably like 
the one in Robertson's novel, This 
new liner was 66,000 tons dis- 
placement; Robertson' s was 70,000; 
The real ship was 882.5 feet Lone, 
the fictional one BOO feet, Both 
vessels were triple screw and 
could make 24 to 25: knots, Both 
could carry about 53,000 people and 
both had only enough life boats 
for only a fraction of this number 
and both were labeled "Unsinkable#i 
On April 10, 1912, the real ship 
left South2mpton on her maiden 
voyage to New York, Her cargo in- 
cluded a priceless copy of the 
Rubaiyot of Omar Khayyam and a 
1i8t of passengers collectively 
worth $250,000,000, 

On her. way over, she too struck 

an iceberg and went down on a cold 
April night, Robertson called his 
Ship the "Titan! and the White 
Star Line called its $iip the 
"Pitanles.”"
